| United States Treasury Bank, so to call it; and let the Secretary of 

io Treasury of the United States preside over it at Washington 
City. 

fet there be twenty-four, or even any greater and desirable num- 
branches, al! under the control of the Secretary. 

Let it be the duty of each of these branches to receive and safely 
!keep all monies belonging o the United States, such as custom 
| house duties, payments for public lands, liquidations of pecuniary 

penalties for offences against the laws of t e United Statcs, Kc. ; 
but let them not undertake to keep monies fr any body else. 

Let this Treasury Bank and its branches also receive, from any 
| person desiring it, any sum whatever of gold or silver money that 
may be offered, and thereupon, without premium or reward, give 
to said person an order for its full amount, payable at sight, to the 
erder of him who shall have deposited the aforesaid gold and silver, 
at any other branch he may name. 

A Bank thus constituted 

| Would Jend no money : 

Would have no paper money in circulation : 

Would free the people from the evils of counterfeit paper money, 
and from Bank insolveacies : 

| Would, if its example were imitated by all Banking institutions, 
prevent borrowers from being shaved to the tune of ten, twenty, 
or fifty per cent through the operation of throwing vut good 
notes for that purpose ; and 

Would, free of cost to individuals, and at a very trifling cost to the 
United States, keep up the balance of trade throughout the whole 
country. 


The article was from the pen of a correspondent, and, 
with a trifling exception, was approved of by a few prefara- 
tory remarks of our own. We now co)y an article previ- 


ously published, giving our own views on the subject : 


A National Bank a Public Blessing —We were asked the other 
day whether we had objectionstoa U.S. Bank, or Nations] Bank 
| under every form, Most undoubtedly not. A U.S Bank (or, per 
| haps, as the thing would be new, the nome also ought to be changed, 
say to National Bank) —a NationaL Bank properly restricted, would, 
we think, not only be unobjectienable, but highly useful and im 
portant. But when we say properly restricted, we mean something 
positive and definite. We will aot, as another Journal, a neighbor 
| of ours, lately did, merely sav that ** we ebject to the renewal of the 
| Bank with ils present powers,” and there leave it; so that no one 
| can tell whether or not we propose avy alteration worth having. 
Even at the risk of being thought blunderers who are always com 
mitting curselves, we will explain, in detail, what we mean. 

We meona National Bank of Deposit and T'ransfer, not of Dis 
count; a Bank that should faciiitate the transmission of money 














| trom one end of the Union t» another, at the least possible expense ; 
but not a Bank with powers of coining paper money, (if that expres 
, 10n be not a bull.) 

A Bank, sustained by the credit and resources of Government, 
and which is permitted to discount and to issue its notes as cash, which 
notes are made legai tender for all government dues, 1s a most influ 
ential and most dangerous engine ; but a Bank, equally snstained 
by the credit and resources of Government, and which should be re- 
| stricted toa mere office of Deposit and Transfer. wou'd be a nation 
| al blessing, and would very effectually check the encroachments 
| and abuses of other banks. 

Destroy the US. Rank, and let it be replaced bv no National 
Bank whatever, and what would be the consequence? Why, that 
the Wall street brokers would live in clover; and the Southern or 
| Western Merchant weuld have to pav 2,3, or 4 per cent. to have 
' the local notes of hs State exchanged ‘or those of ours. But let there 
be a National Bank of Trausfer, with branches in every principal 
town, and no nation in the world would have such facilities for 
transferring capitalaswe. The shaving business, so far as ceuniry | 
merchants were concerned, would be at an end ; and we shou'd not | 
| hear of local bankers sending their agents to this metropolis to Luy | 
up their own notes st a fat discount. | 

Such an institution should be arrenged on the simplest and mest ; 
| economical footing, and its expenses mishtbe paid, either by a | 
' smail per centage, (which, we are coninced, need not exceed a | 
fourth or an eighth per cent. even on a tranamissi n from hence to 
St. Lovis) or, wach would be much better, the expenses might Le en- 
tirely defrayed by government ; so that the citizens should incur ne 
expense of transfer whatever. We shall soon have a surplus reve 
nue; and how can a portion of it he better employed ? 

The distinguishing feature of a Republie oughtto be, works and 
institutions. fice to all, and of utility toall. Yet how few have we! 
{On the Cantivent of Europe vou will find public promenades free 

to all, and daily frequented by all, even the meanest citizen: you 
will find public ba'hs wherea cent to pay for the use of a towel is 
the onlv charge ; vou will find museums, exhibitions, &c. all free to 
the people ; but in this Republic. every gate and door mnst be 
opened by the golden key ; and he who possesses it not, must remair 
outside. 

Such a Bark as that we have proposed, would bes Peorie’s Panx 
not in name only, but in reality. The People, nota few stockhold. 
ers, would be the gainers by it. ‘The public convenience and ad 
vantage would be consulted by it, without one circumstance to de- 
tract from its utility. 

One difficulty, and one only—but it is a serious one—we see in 
the wav. The friends of the U S. Bank will oppose it, because it 
would be built upon the ruins of their monopoly. The friend of 
local banks wil! oppose it, because it would sporl their tranfer bus:- 
ness. The whole tribe of brokers will oppose it, because it would 
make bavk note shaving a pour business. And when the interest- 
of Monopolists, Bankers and Brokers are cast into one scale, and the 
GOvuD OF THE PEUPLE into the other, alas! forthe turn of the 
| balance! 


Now we ask the Elmira Republican, if any sense of jus- 
tice remains in him, to show how either the Bank proposed 
| by our correspondent, (Gracchus,) or that proposed by us 
_ neither of which would lend money, could ‘exercise a cor- 
rupting influence over the elections of the country ?’"” We 
, ask him to show how such banks could exercise a more cor- 
|rupting influence than the collectors of the customs, who 
| have the public money in their possession? And we ask him

sent United Srates Bank!—alias the Bank of 4072 stock- 
holders, about onE FouRTH of the shares of which areknown 
and acknowledged to be owned by rorricNeRs !—alias the 
Bank of Baring, Brothers & Co., the Most Hon. F.C. S. 
Conway, Marquis of Hatiff. Lord Erie Keery, Sir Marma 
duke W. Peacoke, Sir Richard 1. Campbet!, Rev. George 
Gordon, D. D. Dean of Lincoln, and others? We ask bim 
to let his readers know what we really have proposed, and 
then co feed them to surfeiting with his cant about ** the 
magician Van Buren,” * all under the control of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury at Washington!" * corrupting influ- 
ence,” &c. Why,if we were sure that the * magician,” 
as eis called, could and would advocate and carry into 
operation such a Bank as we have proposed, we would, in 
spite of his vote against giving the choice of electors of 
presidext in this state to the people—the greatest crime he 
ever committe; we would, in spite of this vote, place his 
name at the head of our paper as a candidate for the Vice 
Presidency, in place of that of one of the best, if not the

‘rence which took place in the Court of Sessions yesterday, 
| We could scarcely credit. our own senses when we read 
the account of this highly improper proceeding. Certain 
| persons, accuséd 1d brought to trial, strangers in our 
land, who have no knowledge of the jury, no hand in 
ewpanelling them, are here attempted to be made the 
victims of the neglect of the Recorder, and the omis- 
sion of the public prosecutor. Ao improper person 
was drawn, as is now said, knowns observe, known, as 
they say, to be an improper person, by the Recorder and 
public prosecutor; and yet they allow-hiw to take his seat 
andtry the cause; and when the trial! is over, it having re- 
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sulied contrary to the direction of the Recorder, it is at- 
tempted to eradicate the influence of this result by a pro- 
ceeding «3 unwarrantable as it is unknown in the practice 
of Courts, and to the law. 

But this is notall. Occasion is also taken to declare to 
a thronged audience, and to the new Jury who were abou! 
taking their seats in the jury box to try the — 
again, that almost every member of the last jury believed 
the Rev. Mr. Phillips innocent. If this had been so, no- 
thing could have been more improper than to state it on 
such ap occasion. 


But Doctor Phillips was not on trial ; the question of his 
innocence or guilt was not at issue, and the jury had not 
passed upon it ; and if they had, their sireet conversation 
ought not to have beea brought forward to influence a new 
jury. If their opinions were to be jadicially brought before 
the new jury, why not call them on the stand as_ witnesses, 
and let them answer under the solemnity of an oath what 
their opiuions really were, and not pick up loose expres- 
sions drawn from them in an unguarded moment, when 
perhaps they wished to sofien the disappoiniment of the 
Rev. Doctor and his friends, at the decision they had just 
pronounced under the sol-mn obligation of their oath. The 
facts were, when the jury firgi retired, they stood abou: | 
equally divided, and at one time ten of them were willing 
to return a verdict of acquittal of all the defendants ; and 
here let us remark that their acquittal of a conspiracy would 





not, in our opinion, be inconsistent with the innocence of 
the Doctor or the truth of his statement. We cannot be- 
lieve that, taking all he said to be true, that there was a con- 
spiracy proven. 

We repeat that we know nothing of the Rev. Doctor nor 
of the Defendants, other than what we know from this 
cause; but when we see the press levelling its artullery at 
the defendants, a Rev. Gentlemad saying under oath that all 
his people take a deep interest in the matter, aod witness 
such proceedings, we are alarmed: because if a poor, pen- 
nyless stranger cannot get an impartial trial, no man can,

The 
court was scarcely luss densely throaged than on Monday. The 
District Attorney rove and informed tne Court that he was yester- 
day waited uvon by one a! the qageimen conposieg the former 
jury, to request Nig savice respeerit, am Uinputstion witicn ne satu f 
rested upon the character of one of their humber, and which, having 
gone «broad without the name of the individual! alluded to being sta- 
ted, was lieble to disparage the character of the jury in geaeral 
He said the imputation was that ove of their number had been in 
dicted a short time since for perjury, and had been acquitted upon » 
mere technicality. ‘The District Attorney said he informed this gen 
tleman that the best way in whieh heand his brother jurors cou! 
obtain the ebject they desired was to come this morning before th: 
court and pubiiciy state who the individual was whose reputation 
was thus implicated; and at the request of many of these gentle 
men. he therefore now stated that the individaal alluded to was Mr 
J. W > Dunne. He then produced the documents connected wit! 
that indictment, and reminded the court of the circumstances of the 
case, as they had come before hie Hevor on Mr. Danne’s trial. The 
Recorder said he well recollected the case, and certainly did cons: 
der hat juror an unfit person to determine upon a cause in which so 
much character and respectability were involved; it was a sound 
principle in law, that the character of a juror should be above sus 
picion. The District Attorney took advantage of this introduction 
of the former jury to the notice of the court, to state that-he had 
Leen informed that nearly every individual of that jury had express- 
ed it to be his opinion that Dr. Phillips was perfectly innocent of the 
e imes imputed to him by the defendants, whom he was now again 
a'tempting to prosecute. He was proceeding upon this point, when 
he was most indignantly and energetically interrupted by Mr. Sel 
en, who strong!y deprecated the conduct of the prosecution, and 
not less forcibly expostulated with the court, for permitting so pal- 
pable a prejudication of the cause of his clients; he said he had an 
equal right to state what he had also heard of the opinion of the 
jury, but it was not a matter which could thus come before the court, 
previous, at any rate, to the trial of the accused. The Recorder, 
who evidently felt the force of Mr. Selden’s appeal, said that if the 
District Attorney had stated any matter connected with the case of 
the prosecution, t!e counsel! for the defendants had certainlya right 
to state any matter favorable to their cause; but he would acknow- 
ledge that at present the whole was irregular. 

Mr. Shanklin then moved the court thit the trial be postponed in | 
consequence of the illness of Margaret Agnew, one of the defend- 
ants, and proceeded to read an affidavit to the effect that Margaret 
Agnew was then laboring under an attack of the varioloid, which 
began to exhibit itself last Wednesday during the trial.

The refusal of Russia to ratifythe award of the London Confer 
ence, which now s: ems placed beyond a doubt, has excited evident 
ly a great sensation among the politicians on the Continent. It 
seems probable that Prussia and Austria have also hesitated to 
adopt the terms of the award ; but althongh these circumstances 
have given rise to apprehensions, wedo not perceive any thing 
which indicates that immediate serious consequences will ensue. 

In the internal politics of France, nothing of importance has oc- 
curred The word * gubjects,” applied to the people of France 
Ly one of the Ministers, in epesking of the relation in which the 
people stood to the King, has caused 104 of the Deputies to enter a 
protest against iteuse. Genera) La Fayette, with six others who 
were not present at the sitting in question, have written to the 
Chamber to express their assent to the principles of the protest. 

The debates on the Civil List still continued. ‘Twelve millions 
of franes had been voted ae an allowance tothe King. Rambouillet, 
which the Ministers proposed should, among other territorial pos- 
sessions, be allotted to him, wasrefused, An attempt was then 
made to bestow it on his eldest sen, the Muke of Orleans, with what 
success dues not appear at the latest dates 

The Paris Stock Exchaoge has Jeen thrown into a state of great 
alarm by an expected deficiency in the funds of the state, in conse- 
quence of the discovery that a large amount had been subtracted 
trom them by one of the Receivers General, M. Kesner; the ainount, 
however, was found not to be as h-ge as was at first supposed, and 
confidence was again res:ored

How can the writer know whe- 
ther Dunn * escaped conviction’ on account of some legal doubts 
entertained by the jury. tiew can he know that they dul not ac- 
guit him becanse they thought him innocent’ The charge of the 
liecorder is no evidence of the opinion of the vas In their ver- 
dict, they prononnced him not guilty, without of.er qualitication. 
If the Recorder remarked on Wriday, that * he entestained ao doubt 
on the trial that Duna was morally guilty of the crime,” he enid 
what be had no rightto say. It was not his province to settle the 
question of the guilt or innocence of the accused. What is to be- } 
come of the interests of justice if a jury is to absolve a man to-day ! 
from a crime charged against him, and to-morrow the Recorder is 
to proclaim from the beuch his opinion that he was guilty? 

The course taken by some of the presses in this city iu relation : 
to Dr. Phillips's case, appears to us highly reprehensible. Nothing | 
is more generally admitted than the impropriety of publishing an ! 
opinion of the guilt or innocence of an accused person while on 
trial. ‘To publish the evidence in the case before it is decided, is ‘ 
vad enough, and is often, in trials which exeite much public atten- 
tion, prohibited by the court. This is dene on the ground that a 
preiadice may be excited in the community which will prevent a 
fair trial. To publish the evidence, with comments on its bearing; 
to say to the public before a verdict, this man is proved innocent, 
vr that man is proved guilty, is still more objectionable and snis- 
chievoua, and is flying in the face of the whole system for adminis- 
tering juetice. Whether the persons accused of the conspiracy te 
cxtort money from Mr. Phillips be mnocent or guilty, is a crime to 
be tried, not by the press, but by the jury; and whatever may be the 
private opiniea of any individual who is acquainted with the facte, 
or who fas heard the evidence in court, be has ne more right, until 
the cause is decided, to attempt to bring over the community to his 
opinion by meane of the press, than he has to go and talk to the ju- 
ry, in order to persuade them to bring in a verdict confor bie to 
lie viewe. If be were to mterfere in the latter mode, the court 
would interfere ina way to teach him the impropriety of his con. 
duct—the furiner, we hope, will be discountenauced by public opi- 
nion. Inthe meantime, a great dust has been kicked up about 
Usis peor Dunn, who had the misfortune to be on the jury. Guilty 
or wnneceat, a public prejudice is already excited against him, and if 
it be true, as is said, that a public prosccotion is commenced against 
him, «may be difficult fur him to fiad an impartial jury.— Evening 
Post.

The other portion of the teams have gone to the post of Arkansas, 
to convey another party of emigrants from thence to Kiamechia, via 
this place, and are expected here by the 20th inst. 

About 100 emigrants, via the Red River and the Wishita, it is ex- 
pected, passed Washington, Hempstead county, on or about the Ist 
inst, on their way te Kiamechia: and there are about 2000 now at 
the post of Arkansas, waiting the arrival of wagons to convey them 
to their destination. About 1400 of the latter number are to go to 
the Kiamechia; the residue will settle on the Arkansas, near Fort 
Smith.

Last of all come Drawbacks—reimbursements to tax payers wha 
have paid too rauch—and deductions for the lorees occasioned bv 
those who cannot pay at all. These sums amount to near!y 43 
millions ; and thus is the Ordinary Budget composed of 955,930,012 
franes for the year 1832. 

Today, | cannot follow up farther this examination, and J must 
return to the subjeat more than once in my subsequent letters. M. 
Thiers is afraid of deranging the system! He cannot find out any 
way of diminishing the Budget e thana simple one handred 
and tenth portion without disturbing the whole administration !—

It 
hue been frostful tes Cer aWe tion, and is now becoming a 
matter of grave speculation. Mr. Van Buren was rejected by the 
Senate! This every body knows. And now that he is rejected, 
what must be done? 

On» the subject of Mr. Van Buren's nomination, the Senators had 
arightto vote as the) pleased. Whiilihis naht be questioned ? They 
hod a right to vote as they pleased, en Us, as on all other questions 
The Senators acted under the highest cegrce of responsibility and 
under the sacred obligation of an oat! Did they vote wrong? 
did they disregard the responsibility, or violate the obligations un- 
der which they scted? If they did—if they wantonly obused the 
ce ofidence of their consttuents, and perjured themselves, what re- 
dress can the peoule odtaia? what mode of procedure should be in- 
stituted sgainst them? If the case will sustain a criminal prosecu- 
tion, let such atrial be instituted. Let the procedure be formal, 
and regular, and Jet the Senators be convicted or acquitted. 

But if they (the Senators who voted acoinst Mr. Van Buren’s no- 
mination) have, by management or intricue, eluded a criminal pro- 
seevtion, and at the same time deserve! one, leave the matter to 
their constituents, the majority of whom we may presume to be well 
meaning and well informed men. They will bring them to an ac- 
count.

Mr. President, I 
am a plain man, and accustomed to s»eak my mind bluntly: I hope 
I shall not offend any one—’tis a trick ( got in the * free wild wood’

open and fair competition : I do not wish to destroy the manufacto- 
ries, but Ido wish them to be satisfied with moderate gains. I am 
perfectly well satisfied that if they do not meet us now in a spirit of 
conciliation, that it will redound to their entire discomfiture Sir, 
lam free te own that I had rather one half, at least, of the manu- 
factories should be destroyed, than that the present system should 
be fastened upun us. Sir, it may be whol® e food to them, but it 
13 poiso’ tous. I am also afraid, sir, ie is system, if persever- 
ed in, will have a very demoralising effect upon the country.— 
Sir, dues the day laborer procure higher wages now,than he did 
when we were more of a commercial and agricultaral people? 1 
trow not, sir. Besides, most of these men who are herd d together 
in these large and overgrown establishments, are no better than ori 
ental slaves They are obliged to obey the behests of their purse. 
proud task masters, and bend the supple knee to the majesty of 
their power. Sir, 1 would rather have one independent mechanic 
or twenty-acre frecholder than ten of these men, thus obliged to 
draw in the traces o'slavery. Sir, I would lessen the price of the 
public lands down to 50 or 25 cents per acre, to induce men to set- 
tle and cultivate the rich soil of the south and west. I well know, 
sir, who are the gentlemen who would oppose this measure—they 
are generally the sturdy advocates of the ‘ ariff, the whole Tariff, 
and nothing but the Tariff. The hardy yeomanry, sir, own uo mas- 
ter, and succumb to no man, although they may not live in splendid 
palaces; vet, in their humble cabins, they feel a proud «pirit of in- 
dependence, and would spuro the man who should attempt to dic- 
tate to them.
